The new cubic Is ldeiitlc.il in construction wllh 
tho last, except its outer « MM, which arc gal- 
vanized, will ho closely covered with Manilla 
hem)), and that it bears a filraill of from fifteen 
ewt. to a ton more than tll.it ol hu-tycar.

A petition was presented from Charles J.

Mr. McCrtim of the Committee on Strcctii and 


Public Improvements, submitted a report recom- 
mending that Franklin street be graded, planked 
and curbed from the Oil Creek Railroad crossing 
to Meeting House Run, and that the property 
holders on said street be required to pay for 
grading and paving tbc gutters as the street Com-

Il wus expected that other delegates for the 


same purpose, from different sections of the oil 
regions, would be found at Washington, in con- 
curt with whom a united effort might be made. 
None were found, however; but the Phillips

When the attention of members was called to 


the arguments In this report, they were free to 
acknowledge thu EOundncss of this reasoning and 
to admit that the tux should be removed. Your 
Committee were thus enabled to direct their ef- 
forts towards obtaining immediate action from 
Congress upon this subject. .Accordingly, by 
advice of some of ths members of the Committee 
of Ways and Means, a letter showing the urgency 
of the castt was prepared and presented to the 
Chairman of uid Committee, Hon. J. S.Morritc, 
which letter has already been published In tbe 
Titusvllle MOKNINO HEIULD. 


Individual members of the House were visited

H 
was found in such visitations^tbatainon^mcn from 
the EasternStatcsaudJromtbeNortbwest, tbelack 
of positive information concerning the petroleum 
interests was such that they were not ever aware 
that the tax was operating in an oppressive man- 
ner against the producers—indeed, it «as very 
generally supposed that the crash among petro- 
leum companies, tbc "bursting of the oil bubble" 
audj.hu depression of oil stocks was due simply 
to the unfortunate location of such companies 
upon dry territory, aud that the lucky owner of 
a bonujide ten or twenty barrel well must, of 
necessity, be a millionaire. Thu logic of simple 
arithmetic nlone was required in such cases, and 
H worked with admirable {.'fleet. 


Your Committee-were furnished, however, with 


only a few letters of Introduction; aud without 
iuch prima facie evidence of the importance of 
their mission, it-was found to be difficult to ap- 
proach members and iceure their attention upon 


> subject concerning which no bill had as yet 
been reported, and which was therefore, to say 
tlic least, faomewhat hypothetical. 


It was at tbis point that the absence of the 


member from this district was, perhaps, most 
sorely felt; for » word from him by \\nyofin- 
trodnclion, merely, would h.ivugreatly facilUnlcd 
the labor* of^our committee, while a few well-
